The American delegation has not:

tion. It is generally understood, 
however, that the premiers of the 
various countries will act in this 
capacity, and as President Wilson

In that case it would probably

The position of vice president, in 
addition to being a highly honorable 
one, has the practical advantage of 
& position at the head of the table 
with the other premiers and also of 
conducting the deliberations when 
M. Clemenceau is absent or yields 
the chair. , 

League is Progressing. 
_The draft of the league of nations 
in the form of treaty enactment has 
now proceeded much further than 
generally supposed as a result of re- 
cent conferences between Lord Rob- 


- ert Cecil, Secretary Lansing and Col- 
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onel House, at which the best. fea- 
tures of the various projects were 
‘embodied in concrete form of enact- 


’ ment. This is called a covenant, in- 


stead of a treaty, and re-embraces 
thirteen articles and eight supple- 
mentary provisions which bring to- 
gether the main features of all the 
plans presented, 

The covenant, while still subject 


_ to much revision, probably will be 


for ‘the congress or committee 
whenever the subject is considered. 

The newspapers report that the 
five great powers will decide today 
whether the secondary states, even 
outside Burope,. will deliberate on 
decisions concerning the fate of Eu- 
ro and questions regarding the 
safety and future of the allied pow-

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Would Not Invalidate the 
Monroe Doctrine, He De- 
clares in Appealing for 
Support of Business Men. 


New York, January 16.—Appeal- 
ing for the support of President 
Wilson's idea of a league of nations 
by the business men of the United 
States, declaring that the presi- 
dent’s plan would in no way invali- 
date the Monroe doctrine, and that 
Mr. Wilson had gone to Europe 
“not as a conqueror, but for the 
healing of the nations,” Franklin 
K. Lane, secretary of the interior, 
in-an address here today before the 
Merchants’ Association of New 
York, gave an outline of what the 
fundamental elements of such a 
league- “must be.” It’s basis, he 
asserted, will. be “international co- 
operation.” 

Mr. Lane’s address was previously 
advertised by the association as: be- 
ing an answer to the ‘question, 

“What is it that President Wilson 
has gone to Paris to bring about? 
How will it preserve peace and help 
humanity?” 

Mr. Lane explained how through 
the formation of a league of na- 
tions quarrels between nations 
could be adjudicated by “an inter- 
national court,” following investi- 
gation of the case by “an interna- 
tional council of mediation;” haw a 
delinquent nation “could be encom- 
passed by a circle of iron,” com- 
pletely shutting off its economic 
life and. isolating it from .the rest 
of the world; how, if this failed, 
the members of the league of. na- 
tions could, as a last resort, turn 
to war. 

Ferty. Different Plans. 

The speaker declared that Pres!- 
dent Wilson had gone to Europe “as 
a representative of an ideal of the 
statesmen of. many centuries,” and 
he recounted the struggles for de- 
mocracy from ancient to modern 
times. He sald the time seemed 
propitious for this association of 
nations, that when the war ended 
it was costing tke United States 
$50,000,000 a day and that the bur- 
den was “borne by-your sons and 
mine.” 

“Forty different plans,” have been 
presented to the American delega- 
‘tion in ‘congress for a league of 
nations. I suppose those forty will 
be: multiplied by ten. before this con- 
ference is concluded. This thing 
must be in. the very nature of: the 
things a growth, but I want to 
present to you the possibility of the 
things so that you may not believe 
it is a thing utterly in the air. —

Te Agree on Principles. 

“Now, the first thing that that 
council would do would be to de- 
clare upon paper just what the rules 
are that govern as between those 
nations will be entered into that 
compact. First, the nations would 
agree upon, not the machinery, but 
the principles; what the law is. 

“Then there should be established 
a court that could decide whether 
there had been a violation of the 
compact that had been entered into 
by all the nations. That would not 
bind us if we went into it, to accept 
anything except that which was 
brought back, and which we ap- 
proved of. 

“First, then,a council which would 
declare what the rules of the game 
were, and we do not know what the 
rules are now, second, the court that 
could enforce those rules; that is not 
unreasonable; that is not visionary; 
that is not a dream. 

“And how are they to be en- 
forced? They are to be enforced, 
first, by the pressure of the nations 
of the world—and don't belittle that. 
In these days of newspapers and tel- 
egr@phs, of merchants’ associations, 
of all‘the thousand organizations— 
and there are 864,000 different or- 
ganizations in the United States to- 
day—in these days of organizations, 
when opinion can be quickly crys-

ON NEW ARMY BILL 


Baker Approves Plan. to 
Continue Existing Order 
by Means of Rider on 
Appropriation Measure. 


Washington, January 16.—The 
house military committee practical- 
ly reached an agreement today in 
conference with Secretary Baker 
and General. March, chief of staff, 
to postpone the war department re- 
organization bill until the next ses- 
sion of congress and with it a large 
part of the prospective debate over 
the future military policy .of the 
country. » ey ae 


that a legislative ridér on the army 
appropriation bill continuing the 
existing war -organization of the 
department and the regular army 
for another year, be substituted for 
the reorganization measure, met 
with the approval of Mr. Baker and 
apparently with that of a majority 
of the committee members. 

The proposal grew out of a con- 
ference at which Secretary Baker 
and the chief of staff explained to 
the committee the reorganization 
measure framed by the department, 
providing for a regular army of 
500,000 men to be raised by volun- 
tary enlistment on a flat three- 
year basis. The bill also would 
have made permanent the absolute 
control over all branches of the 
army now exercised by the chief 
of staft as a war-time necessity. 

No Attempt to Fix.Policy. 

Chairman Dent said it would be 
impossible to get such a Dill 
through congress in the six weeks 
remaining of the session. Commit- 
tee members agreed with him, 
pointing out that the war depart- 
ment bill on its face appeared to be 
a military policy measure | which 
abandoned the theory of universal 
military obligation. Mr. Baker in- 
sisted that this was not the case, 
that no attempt to fix the nation’s 
policy as to a peace-time army was 
involved, but agreed that the sub- 
stitution of continuing authority 
appeared to be the wisest course in 
view of the uncertainties of the sit- 
uation abroad and lack of time for 
full discussion in congress 

The exact date of a rider is to be 
studied out by the general staff. It 
probably will leave the strength of 
the force to presidential order with- 
inlimits and subject to appropria- 
tion limitations. The committee will 
take up at once arings on the 
regular apppropriat bill which 
provides, as drawn, for $500,000 men.

“Neither a federal amendment nor 
any other devi can stop the Ameri- 
can people from making their own 
wine, The bright lights of some -of 
New York's cabarets will not be 
dimmed by prohibition, according to 
their managers,. who said their 
establishments were ‘primarily res- 
taurants and liquor is not the larg-

Hard Manual Labor Cause 
of Wm. Hohenzollern’s 
Chills—Is Being Desert- 
ed by Old Servants. 


Amerongen, Wednesday, January 
15.—( By the Associated Press.)—The 
immediate cause of William Hohen- 
zoliern’s repeated chills is, according 
to authoritative information, over- 
heating while performing his favor- 
ite exercise of sawing and chopping 
wood. The former emperor was aé- 
customed to this work before the 
war, and when he was informed that 


Ss 


ing pestered by varioné ‘spectators, 
and. perhaps also molestation of a 
moré serious nature, William de- 
cided to resume his old pastime 
within the castle precincts. 

Among the great piles of baggage 
brought across the frontier for his 
use was a case of tools weighing 
four hundredweight. This was un- 
packed and the ex-emperor began 
work with his usual energy, occa- 
sionally increasing his labors in an 
effort to forget the terrible worry 
connected with his abdication and 
the complete change in his position. 

Affected by Damp Climate. 

He was already suffering because 
of the damp climate, which affected 
his ear and throat, and was general- 
ly run down. The work caused;him 
to perspire freely, and while pass- 
i: through a corridor of the castle 
a strong draught struck him, caus- 
ing the first serious chill, which 
confined him to his bedroom for 
several days. Prof. Lanz, of Berlin, 
attended him throughout. 

When he had partially recovered 
he again started in on the heavy 
manual work and suffered a relapse, 
which meant a further period of 
confinement. Late last week he 
showed improvement, and as the 
weather was fine he began this time 
work within the castle grounds, 
which included the digging of an 
irrigation channel in the flower gar- 
den. The result was a renewed chill 
and a further sojourn in his apart. 
ment, where he was ordered to re- 
main for the present. 

William Hohenzollern’s freedom 
of movement is not only restricted 
by the state of his health, but also 
by the Dutch authorities, who, be- 
sides watching over his personal] se- 
curity, stepped in to prevent him 
from moving to Count Pueckler’s 
castle at B&lmonte, near Wagenin- 
gen, whieh they declared was un- 
suited, — 

His Servants Leaving. 


The ex-emperor is beconNng in- 

creasingly irritable under unaccus- 
tomed restrictions, and this feeling 
is augmented by the gradual de- 
parture of many of his oid servants, 
who find life in Holland under the 
circumstances unbearable. Dutch 
domestics, who are filling their 
places, do not attain the same per- 
fection of obeisance as the imperial 
servants, who for years were ac- 
customed to foresee the ‘require- 
ments of their sovereign. 
_ It is probable that before many 
wéeks.the entire German personnel 
will have disappeared, and the for- 
mer monarch, who never could do 
any simple thing for himself in the 
| way of dressing, will be cast on his 
own resources.

The climax was reached when a 
moving picture was shown of the 
Mooney case. One scene showing 
soldiers carrying an American flag 
in the San Francisco preparedness 
day parade brought hisses from some 
of the radicals in the crowd. 

The committee on resolutions is 
expected to make its final report to- 
morrow, after which the convention 
will adjourn. The report, it is said, 
will recommend the adoption of the 
program of the International Work- 
ers Defense League for the Libera- 
tion of Mooney and Billings, and 
make some kind of a declaration on 
the numerous radical ideas suggest- 
ed for the policy of organized labor 
during the reconstruction period. 

General Strike Urged. 

A telegram was read from Eu- 
gene V. Debs expressing regret at 
his inability to come to Chicago and 
address the convention because of 
the conditions imposed by Federal 
Judge D. C. Westenhaven, of Cleve- 
land, when the socialist leader was 
released on bail, after his conviction 
for violation of the espionage law. 

In the telegram Debs said: 

“T am in the custody of federal 
court officials and not permitted to 
come to Chicago. 

“Free speech prevails in Russia, 
but is dead in’ the United States since 
the world has been made safe for 
democracy. The conservative ele- 
ment has thé unqualified approval 
and support of the capitalist press, 
which can only mean that the con- 
servative element is true to the cap- 
italist class and false to the working 
class. I am with and for the radi- 
cals. The hour has struck for ac- 
tion. Long-winded resolutions and 
humble petitions to corporation tools 
in public office and corrupt politi- 
cians are worse than useless. Mooney 
is innocent and the whole world 
knows it.

Highway Leaders 
To Study Bills Drawn 
By Pennybacker 


At the meeting of the three 
commissions interested in state 
highway legislation on Thursday, 
R. D. Kneale, professor of civil 
engineering at Georgia Tech and 
ex-officio a member of the state 
highway department, asked that 
copies of the state highway bills 
drawn up by J. E. Pennybacker, 
federal expert, at the request of 
The Constitution, be sent to all 
members of the highway legisla- 
tive committee, whose duty it 
will be to recommend suitable 
laws governing the state’s road 
System to the next general as- 
sembly. 

Mr. Kneale said that he thought 
the government official’s sugges- 


tions would be of inestimable 
benefit to the five men 2 ee meter 
with the special duty of working 
out an adequate system of road 
management for Georgia. Owing 
to the fact that the outlines of 
the bills were only published in 
The Constitution ~‘o Thursday 
morning, many of those attend- 
ing the conference did not have 
an opportunity to go into the 
provisions - before entering upon 
the general discussion. Copies 
of the bills will be sent the mem- 
bers by The Constitution. 


Decided progress in’ the move- 
ment to give Georgia better 
highways and an up-to-date road 
system was made Thursday at 
the joint meeting of the bud- 
get and investigating commission, 
the highways legislative committee 
and the state highway commission, 
held Im the. office of Governor Dor- 


-} sey, whtn= proposals for radical 


changes in the present cumbérsome 
method led to definite plans for the 
passage of a new highway law at the 
next general assembly. 

After an all-day session during 
which time all phases of the subject 
were thoroughly gone into, Gover- 
nor Dorsey asked all the committee- 
mén to come together again on Feb- 
ruary 25, with the further request 
that the legislative committee should 
have ready then a tentative bill rel- 
ative to the state highway system, 
which could be put into final form 
and recommended to the legislature 
by all three of the co-operating 
commissions. 

Unanimity of Opinon. . 

The unanimity of opinion at the 
first conference was a most encour- 
aging feature of the day’s work and 
led to the belief that there would be 
no difficulty in realizing this wish 
of the governor, which is to offer 
to the law-makers a prospective 
law which has the combined support 
of all those charged with any re- 
sponsibility for Georgia roads. 

It was a striking coincidence that 
the four papers which were present- 
ed to the meeting by men who had 
not consulted with one another were 
all alike in fundamental proposals. 
The diseovery of this similarity of 
aims and methods among those most 
vitally interested in the future of 
the state highways produced much 
enthusiasm and furnished at once a 
common basis for discussion of de- 
tails.

AL TROOPS INU. 
ORDERED DEMOBILIZED 


Will Have Only Few Men 
for Police Duty at 
Each Camp. 


Washington, January 16.—Demob- 
ilization of all combat units in the 
United States has been ordered, Gen- 
eral March, chief of staff, told the 
house military committee today. 
This means, he added, that every 
unit of the army in the United 
States, with the exception of two 
regular regimrents held for police 
duty at each camp, has been ordered 
demobilized, 

The men affected in these orders, 
General March said, were thoge not 
already discharged of the 1,700,000 
men who. were in the United States 
when the armistice was signed. 
Units returning from abroad are 
ordered automatically to demobili- 
zation as they arrive. 

Secretary Baker supplemented 
General March’s statement by say- 
ing it was hoped to get the flow of 
troops homeward from Europe up 
to between 200,000 and 300,000 a 
month. He could not forecast def- 
initely when the entire army would 
be returned, but said that-with the 
alteration of thirty cargo vessels 
to carry troops the rapidity of the 


movement could be increased,

LA FOLLETTE CASE 
DROPPEDIN SENATE 


By Vote of 50 to 21 Adopts 
Report Dismissing the 
Charge of Disloyalty 
Against Wisconsin Sen- 


ator. 


Washington, January 16.—By a 
vote 60% 50 to 21’*the senate tod@y 
adopted a resolution recommended 
by a majority of the privileges and 
elections committee, dismissing dis- 
loyalty charges brought against Sen- 
ator La Follette, of Wisconsin, by 
the Minnesota public safety com- 
mission, because of his speech on the 
war delivered before the Non-Parti- 
san league at St. Paul, Minn., Sep- 
tember 20, 1917.. The resolution said 
the speech did not justify any ac- 
tion by the senate. 

On thé vote, which was preceded 
by severe arraignment of Senator 
La Follette by Senator Williams, of 
Mississippi, thirty-three republican 
senators and seventeen democrats 
supported the _ resolution, while 
twenty democrats and one republi- 
can, Senator Smith, of Michigan, 
voted against it. Among those vot- 
ing in the affirmative were Senator 
Martin, the democratic leader; Sena- 
cor Lodge, the republican leader, and, 
the two Minnesota senators, Kellogg 
and Nelson. Those opposing the res- 
olution included Chairman Pome- 
rene, of the privileges and elections 
committee, and Senator Saulsbury, 
of Delaware, president pro tem. of 
the senate.

Attacked by Williams. 

Except for the attack on Sena- 
tor La Follette by Senator Williams, 
the resolution was adopted with lit- 
tle debate. During most of the pro- 
ceedings, Snator La Follette occu- 
pied his seat at the front of the 
center aisle, chewing a cigar and 
with face sternly set. 

Senator Williams’ criticism appar- 
ently was unexpected. The formal 
documents in the case, including 
Senator Pomerene’s arraignment of 
Mr. La Follette in the minority com- 
mittee report, had been read and a 
roll call on dismissal of the case 
begun when Senator Williams in- 
terrupted, declaring he was unwill- 
ing to let the resolution go to 4 
vote without voicing his criticism. 
The Mississippi senator then deliv- 
ered a vigorous address in which 
he declared that Senator La Fol- 
lette’s speech at St. Paul was dis- 
loyal in spirit, words, imjention and 
effect, and was made with a set 
purpose. Mr. Williams said the 
Wisconsin senator had charged that

LAWS MUST BE PASSED 
TO ENFORCE MEASURE 


Hundreds of Millions of 
Dollars Now Derived 
From Internal Revenue 
Must Be Obtained From 
Other Sources. 


Washington, January 16.—Ratifi- 
cation today of the federal constitu- 
tional prohibition amendment made 
the United States the first great 
power to take legislative action to 
permanently stop the liquor traffic. 

Nebraska’s yote gave the necessa- 
ry affirmative three-fourths ma- 
jority of the states to make effect- 
ive the amendment submitted by 
congress in December, 1917. It was 
followed by similar action in the 
legislatures of Missouri and Wyo- 
ming, making thirty-eight states in 
all which have approved a “dry” 
America. Affirmative action. by 
some of the ten state legislatures 
yet to act is predicted by prohibi- 
tion advocates. 

Under the terms of the amend- 
ment, the manufacture, sale and im- 
portation of intoxicating Mquors 
must cease one year after ratifica- 
tion, but prohibition will be a fact in 
every state much earlier because of 
the war measure forbidding the man- 
ufacture and sal> of alcoholic bey- 
erages after June 30, until the 
demobilization of the military forces 
is completed. Under the war-time 
measure, exportation of liqour is 
permitted, bu: the great stocks now 
held in bonded warehouses will have 
to be disposed of before the federal 
amendment becomes effective. 

Becomes Law January 16, 1920. 

Discussion as to whether the new 
amendment becomes a part of the 
constitution now that thirty-six 
States have ratified it, or whether 
it becomes a part of the basic law 
only when each state has certified 
its action to the secretary of state, 
led today to a search for precedent, 
which showed that the only two 
amendments ratified in the last half 
century—previding for income taxés 
and direct election of senators 
were considered effective immedi- 
ately the thirty-sixth state had 
taken affirmative action. 

Senator Sheppard, author of the 
prohibition amendment, held that 
national prohibition becomes a per- 
manent fact January 16, 1920. 

Only fourteen of the states have 
certified their action to the state 
department. The vote of the Missis- 
sippi legislature, the first to act, has 
not been received at the state de- 
partment. The Mississippi secreta- 
ry of state said today at Jackson 
that the.certificate had been mailed 
to Washington immediately after 
the legislature acted, and that a du- 
plicate would be sent if the original 
had been lost. Proclamation of the 
ratification of a new amendment is 
made, but this was said to be a 
formality, and not a requisité part 
of changing the constitution. 

New problems of government are 
raised by prospective stoppage of 
the manufacture and sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor, as hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars derived from inter- 
nal revenue will have to be obtained 
from other sources. Laws for en- 
forcement of the amendment also 
will have to be passed by congress, 

Little Unempleyment Expected. 

Only a minimum of unemployment 
is expected to result, as the cumula- 
tive severity of successive restrict- 
ive measures adopted since the war 
began already has caused many 
distillers and brewers to seek other 
uses for their plants. Hundreds of 
millions of dollars are invested in 
distilleries and breweries,

Chicago, January 16.—The United 
States today completed the legisla- 
tive process of voting itself dry. 
When word was flashed over the 
' wires that the thirty-sixth state, Ne- 
braska, had ratified the prohibition 
amendment, prohibition leaders de- 
clared that the accomplishment was 
the greatest piece of moral legisla- 
tion in the history of the world. 

Mississippi First to Ratify. 

Congress passed the resolution 
submitting the amendment to the 
various state legislatures in the 
midst of the seething preparations 
for war in 1917. The senate adopted 
the resolution August 1, by a vote of 
65 to 20, and the lower house on De- 
cember 17, by 282 to 133. 

The legislature of Mississippi was 
the first to ratify, taking this action 
on January 8, 1918. Fourteen other 


that year, the last of them being 
Florida, which ratified it Novem- 


| ber 27, 


In the fall elections the wet or dry 
question was paramount in most of 
the remaining states, but the vote 
left no doubt that the United States 


“was destined to be the first great 


nation to veto liquor. The ban on 
vodka in Russia was never com- 
pletely effective, nor did it inter- 
fere materially with the consump- 
tion of more expensive liquors by 
those who could afford it. Russian 
advices now state that the Bolshe- 
vists . have restored the vodka 
traffic. 7 

Michigan, having by a state law, 
made itself dry in 1918, was the 
first to ratify in 1919, the legisla- 
ture voting on the second day of the 
new year. From that date to today 
legislatures have acted rapidly. Five 
states ratified yesterday, bringing 
the number up to thirty-five. Other 
legislatures worked at feverish 
speed to be the thirty-sixth, with 
Nebraska and Minnesota contesting 
in the lead. 

Claim Referendum Needed. 

Meanwhile, a distillers’ commit- 
tee, through Levy Mayer, chief of 
their counsel, announced that in 
twenty-two states the constitutions 
require a referendum vote of citi- 
zens in order to ratify a constitu- 
tional amendment. Mr. Mayer to- 
day named these states as follows: 

South Dakota, Oregon, Montana, 
Oklahoma, Maine, Maryland, Michi- 
gan, Arkansas, Colorado, Arizona, 
New Mexico, California, Ohio, Ne- 
braska, Washington, North Dakota, 
Mississipi, Missouri, Kansas, Louis- 
jana, Utah and Nevada. 

In California, court action already 
has been taken to restrain the gov- 
ernor from certifying the action of 
the legislature to Washington. 
Every resource of the distillers, with 
$1,000,000,000 available, will be em- 
ployed in the supreme effort to save 
their businesses, it is said.

first instance, all of their questions 
to arbitration which did not involve 
national independence, did not in- 
volve their integrity. They would 
be bound to submit those questions 
to the public of the world, and be- 
fore that public they would be 
judged. | 

“And we have an effort that can 
be made this side of war. Take 
any country that you please in your 
mind and let me picture what might 
happen to it. We could put a cir- 
cle a round that country, cut off 
every postal combination so that no 
letters could go in or out, cut off 
every bill of exchange, cut off ev- 
ery export, if you please; cut off 
every ship, cut the railroad lines at 


the border, cut off all diplomatic 
communication, isolate that nation, 
and there is not a nation that ever 
has made war that I know of that 
could stand such a circle of iron 
brought around it by the combined 
effort of the nations of the world; 
and if that nation in violation of its 
pact does attack one of the nations 
within this league or this council, 
this association, then we must adopt 
the motto of the Three Musketeers, 
‘One for all and all for one.’ 

“But there is not one case in a 
million in which that resort would 
be forced upon us. We have had 
200 arbitration cases since the year 
1815 and not one of them has 
brought about war. This thing is. 
not a dream, gentlemen; it is a 
thing that is possible, but it is a 
thing that is possible if we do not 
shut our eyes to it, sayin the 
thing cannot be done. Why, that is 
not our spirit. The eat body of 
men in our army who do distin- 
guished service and who get little 
credit, the engineers, have adopted 
as their motto these words, ‘It can’t 
be done, Here it is.’ and you gen- 
tlemen, if you doubt that that mot- 
to is adopted by the representatives 
of the United States, may find the 
thing you say can’t be done laid 
upon your table. I hope that that 
may be the result. We must feel 
our way through this thing. “We 
can’t develop it at once. othing 
that has been successful that I 
know of has been matured in a sin- 
gle mind.” , 

In stating that the integrity of th 
Monroe doctrine was in no way jeo- 
pardized by the league of nations 
plan, Mr. Lane said: 

“T do not know what may come out 
of Paris. I have no knowledge of 
the propositions that are made in 
But I do know that we are 
bound to champion the idea of a 
league of nations, of an association 
as the president put it, ‘a general 
association of nations must he 
fo under specific covenants for 
the purpose of affording mutual 
guarantees of political independence 
and territorial integrity to great and 
small nations alike.’ 

“T have heard it sald that under 
any such lea or any such coun- 
cil of nations, any such effort at tn- 
ternational co-operation, the Mon- 
roe doctrine would be scattered to 
the winds. I want to ask you to 
read that line of the president's and 
see if it is not the very incarnation 
of the Monroe doctrine itself?’ 

Touching on the “utility of co- 
operation,” in solving world prob- 
lems, Mr. Lane pointed to associa- 
tions, cities, states and the natio 
itself, as “competitive effort.” .

is removed. Blind tigers, of course, 
will strive to continue their dirty 
work in spite of the power of the 
city, the state and the nation, but 
the efforts to stamp them out will 
become better organized now than 
ever before.” 

The efforts of the Anti-Saloon 
league, now that the national pro- 


hibition amendment has been rati- 
fied, will be turned toward the sup- 
pression of blind tigers and other 
outlaws who will spring up to de- 
feat the expressed will of the peo- 
ple, and to assist the executive and 
judicial authorities in their endeav- 
ors to enforce the laws against the 
sale of liquor. 

Since the passage of the famous 
state-wide prohibition law in 1907, 
Georgia has been regarded as the 
southern stronghold of prohibition, 
and it was largely upon the suc-. 
cess of the law in this state, one 
of the first to pass a state-wide 
statute, that the hope of the prohi- 
bitionists for a dry nation were 
based. ‘ 

In 1907 the Hardman-Covington 
bill was passed by the Georgia leg- 
islature, outlawing the saloon 
throughout the state and driving 
the whisky interests from its bor- 
ders. It was one of the most sensa- 
tional events in the history of the 
general assembly of Georgia, the | 
senate being tied up for four days 
by the filibustering tactics of OPppo- | 
nents to the measure after the 
house of representatives had passed 
the bill. The opposing forces, how- 
ever, gave way, and the bill be- 
came a law. 

The first statute proved to be full 
of defects, however, and much dis- 
satisfaction was caused by the loop- 
holes left for evasions after the law 
went into effect on,the first of 
January, 1908. The sale of near 
beer had beén provided for and 
through this loophole advantage of 
the law was taken.. For many 
months the sale of. real beer was 
carried on openly in many portions 
of the state, some of the saloons 
getting bold ‘to the extent that 
liquors of a more ardent nature 
were dispensed. 

Loopholes in First Law. 

The first prohibition law also pro- 
vided that a certain amount of 
whisky, wines and beer could be 
shipped into the state for those who 
wished to order it from outside, and 
this provision, together with evils 
said to have existed by reason of 
locker clubs, in which individuals 
could keep whisky for their own 
personal use, caused the adherents 
of prohibition to proceed again in 
an effort to bring about a more 
drastic prohibition measure, 

Many efforts were made by the 
liquor interests to bring about the 
repeal of the prohibition law, but 
notwithstanding its admitted weak- 
nesses, the people resisted all such 
efforts, and in 1917 the legislature, 
answering to the demands of the 
people, placed upon the_ statute 
books a “bone-dry” law, which not 
only outlawed the sale of whisky, 
but deprived any one in the state 
of the privilege of having any quan- 
tity of whisky, beer or wine in their 
possession to be used for beverage 
purposes.

GOVERNMENT RELEASES 
- REQUISITIONED SHIPS 


New York, January 16.—All Amer- 
ican ships which were requisitioned 
by the United States shipping board 
during the war have been released 
to their owners with the exception 
of those actually engaged in army 
service, it was announced by the 
shipping board here today. 

In place of the ships retained for 
army purposes, which have been 
fitted out for the transport of troops, 
the owners will receive ton for ton 
vessels built and owned by the gov- 
ernment. 

This action is an extension of that 
taken by the board recently return- 
ing to their owners a fleet of oil 
tankers which were in government 
service. 

“All American-owned requisition- 
ed steamers are released to their 
owners except those in war or other 
government service,” reads’_ the 
shipping board announcement. “The 
steamers retained in government 
service will be replaced by an 
equivalent amount of tonnage made 
up of shipping board vessels, which 
tonnage will be given to the owners 
to operate on their own account.” 

A. E. Clegg, assistant director of 
operations, said*that all ships re- 
ferred to now in American ports 
will be turned over to their owners 
at once; those on voyage would be 
released on their return to the 
United States. 

In addition to the return of requi- 
sitioned ships to their owners and 
replacement of vessels in govern- 
ment service, thirty-four steam- 
ships of 275,194 dead-weight tons, 
owned by the shipping board, were 
today allocated to various lines for 
operation in American trade, it be- 
came known here. The assignment 
was made by shipping board offi- 
cials at Washington.

Washington, September 16.—Occu- 
pation: of Montenegro 
troops has resulted in a 
the Montenegrians, accordin 
official statement issued her 
night at the Montenegrin legation.

with the federation of the Serbs, Slo- 
venes and Croats under the Serbian 
dynasty. Later representatives of 
the assembly went to Belgrade to re- 
port this action and the country was 
formally accepted by the king re- 
gent as a part of greater Serbia. 

The Ma@atenegrin government has 
insisted and has so informed the 
state department that the assembly 
which deposed King Nicholas ‘was 
without authority, as it never had 
been legally formed. The legation’s 
statement tonight called attention 
to the fact that the victorious asso- 
ciated nations had decided that Mon- 
tenegro should have a representative 
at the peace conference.

Stormed Heights 


Successful Attacks on 
Chatel Chercy and Cor- 
ney Among War’s Most 
Brilliant Feats, He As- 
serts. 


Bringing stories of the big part 
taken by the 82d division, and espe- 
cially the “Mad 164th” brigade, of 
which the 326th infantry regiment 
was a part, and of Atlanta boys 
who have made good in the crucial! 
test of battle, Captain Henry Brown, 
officer of that regiment, arrived in 
Atlanta last night. Captain Brown 
is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
T. Brown, of $68 Peachtree street, 
and is one of the most popular 
young men in the city’s business 
and social circles. 

“When the Germans,” he said, 
“halted the First in the center of 
the forest, when everything began 
to look gloomy and the men began 
to grow desperate, the 164th brigade 
made its wonderful dash, captured 
the heights of Chatel Chercy and 
Corney and made possible the clear- 
ing of the enemy from the Argonne 
forest. 

“The Germans were holding the 
heights,” Captain Brown explained, 
“and held such a strong location 
that the First could not advance 
without meeting a fire from both 
front and flank. They had halted 
and when the 82d relieved them, the 
164th brigade dashed right up un- 
der fire from the two directions and, 
inch by inch, wrested the positions 
from the enemy. The Germans were 
well fortified and they fought des- 
perately to hold the positions, but 
to no avail. 

Storm Mountain Heights. 

“The men rushed up the mountain 
sides and met the enemy in a ter- 
rific struggle at the top. Men able 
to climb mountain sides under ter- 
rific fires from two directions do 
not give up after they arrive at 
their objective, and at last they 
pushed the Germans from the sum- 
mit and the enemy did not stop un- 
til they had crossed the Aisne. 

“Surely no incident of the war 
will present such another example 
of unquestioned bravery as this feat 
of the brigade. It undoubtedly made 
possible the clearing of the enemy 
from the Argonne woods.” 

Captain Brown was a liaison of- 
ficer stationed between headquar- 
ters company and next lower head- 
quarters company and told of the 
department while the Argonne fight 
messages that passed through his 
was in progress. 

“For twenty-five days the mes- 
sages came through telling of the 
gaining of objectives which might 
be a ditch, a hill or a rock. Oc- 
casionally news of a halt came 
through, but it was usually fol- 
lowed by news of an advance. 
Through it all I watched the line of 
smoke which marked the fighting 
line. If you have ever seen the 
woods burning and watched the 
line of fire that crooks and curls 
in queer angles around the side of 
a mountain you will have a very 
good idea of the appearance of the 
line of advance,

terrorism.” 

Efforts are being made, it is said, 
to “arrive at a peace safeguarding 
the freedom of the German nation 
and which will render possible the 
foundation ofa union of nations 
which will give protection against 
the danger of a fresh war.” 

After declaring there is necessity 
of defending the nation again Polish 
annexationists, the appeal con- 
cludes: “No less is it our task to 

rotect our frontier against fresh 
hossias military despotism, which 
wants to force upon us, by means 
of warlike power, its anarchistic 
conditions and unchain a new world 
war of which our country would be 
the theater. Bolshevism means the 
death of peace, of freedom and so- 
cialism.”

Referring to the “stient defense 
of forty-three of the defendants 
who have spoken no word and have 
been unrepresented by counsel 
throughout the trial, Judge Rudkin 
said that such silence should not 
be held against them.

RADICAL CHANGES 
IN HIGHWAY LAWS 


Continued From First Page.

were Judge T. E. Patterson, chair- 
man of the state highway commis- 
sion; C. M. Strahan, professor of civ- 
il engineering at the University of 
Georgia; Senator Walter P. Andrews 
and W. Tom Winn, president of the 
Georgia State Automobile associa- 
tion. While the speakers varied 
somewhat in the working out of 
their proposed systems, there were 
no details, as several of the leaders 
remarked, which could not be recon- 
ciled with little difficulty. 


The Chief Features. 

The chief features of the various 
discussions, which seemed to be gen- 
erally supported, were: An amend- 
ment to the state constitution per- 
mitting the creation of a_ state 
roads system, backed by state au- 
thority for construction and main- 
tenance; the use of automobile tax 
receipts for highway construction 
after a reasonable increase, making 
them the backbone of the road fi- 
nancing system, either directly or 
indirectly in supporting bond issues, 
the issuance of state bonds, which 
will call for an amendment in the 
constitution, and the creation of a 
permanent state road fund, which 
may or may not include federal ap- 
propriations. 

On these propositions the four 
plans presented were agreed, though 
there were minor differences as to 
execution. 

General Election Necessary. 


It was brought up at the meeting 
that a constitutional amendment 
can only be voted upon at a general 
election, according to state law, and 
which would mean a delay of neari-- 
two years in any important highway 
legislation. Governor Dorsey said 
that he though this retarding of good 
good roads progress could be avoided 
by the passage of an act by the next 
legislature, calling for an election 
of constables in every militia dis- 
trict this fall. The courts. have 
held that an election of constables 
is @ general election. 

To prepare the necessary statute 
calling this election the governor 
appointed a special committee made 
up of Attorney General Walker, 
Judge T. E. Patterson and Senator 
George Carswell. 

When the question of revenue for 
the construction and maintenance 
of roads came up it was approached 
from the standpoint of possible 
sources, and also of distribution. 
An interesting suggestion favored 
by several was that the state funds 
for roads should be apportioned by 
congressional districts instead of by 
counties. 

The reason for this is that there 
are 155 counties in the state, which 
would necessitate a long division of 
the money available, resulting in 
only a small portion for each. The 
district plan would produce less con- 
fusion and provide ampler means 
at a given time it was stated. 

Furnished by Contract. 

It seemed to be the prevailing 
opinion that road _ construction 
should be furnished by contract and 
not by use of special state convict 
gangs. This consideration is of in- 
terest to county authorities who, in 
some instances, have seemingly 
feared that their forces would be 
greatly reduced in the event of the 
state’s assuming jurisdiction over 
the road system. 

Charles A. Davis, a Meriwether 
county commissioner, was present 
and evinced much interest in the 
proceedings. He favored vesting the 
authority for locating highways ina 
central body, though he approved 
leaving the local road work to be 
done by the local county authorities. 


Professor Strahan’s Paper. 


Professor Strahan, who is a mem- 
ber of the state highw commis- 
sion, introduced the mo compre- 
hensive report read, in the form of 
tentative memoranda, bearing on 
proposed highway legislation. His 
paper showed a broad knowledge of 
‘the subject and suggested many 
lines of action for the considera- 
tion of the commission, some of 
which have been successfully tried 
by other commonwealths. 

Under the heading of “the system 
of state roads to be created,” Profes- 
sor Strahan outlined a system or 
network of interconnecting main 
traffic public roads, comprising ap- 
proximately 4,800 miles. What this 
would mean to Georgia can only be 
conceived when one learns that this 
mileage would. take in practically 
every town in the state above 400 in 
population. Each county could thus 
have two roads radiating from the 
county geat for each representative 
from that county in the lower house 
All roads are ultimately to be paved 
with durable pavement. 

According to Professor Strahan’s 
plan the state highway department 
would have jurisdiction and control 
of the highway system, with power 
to maintain it, to control, to im- 
prove, and to prepare for permanent 
paving and construct permanent 
paving from available funds. Manda- 
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assistance could be 
from the county road aut ies in 
preparatory work, furnish right 
of way, grading, 4d ee 
rie or as much as should be re- 


qu A 

Speaking of several powerful fac- 
tors which exist in.the mind of the 
public and others interested, Pro- 
fessor Strahan said: “The first of 
these factors is the unusually strong 
and unselfish sentiment among mo- 
tor vehicle owners whereby théy 
seem willing in tHis state as in other 
states to accept the burden of a 
heavy vehicle tax, tf thereby they 
can secure dependable roads: They 
seem to feel that a tay up to any 
reasonable sum will be made good to 
th annually in repairs and opera- 
tion cost saved by good roads, but 
they want-irterconnecting long dis- 
tance, paved roads built as rapidly 
as possible for their money.” - 
Rural Freight Traffic. 

e second factor is the funda- 
mental need of increased transporta- 
tion facilities for rural freight traf- 
fic, and the evident fact that 5,000 
miles of dependable paved highways, 
with the user furnishing his own 
rolling stock and: fixing his own 
time scheduels, will cost less than 
an equal mileage of railroads, and 
will- develop profitable agriculture 
and rural contentment to a _ far 
greater degree than additional rail- 
roads can do, even if railroad con- 
struction was feasible. My mind 
lays the greatest stress upon this as 
a most vital economic need of the 
early present and the near future. 

“These two factors have given rise 
to the large motor vehicle taxes of 
other states, and to heavy issues of 
state road bonds, based upon the 
growing annual receipts from this 
source.” 

Later in his discussion, Professor 
Strahan says: “If protest should 
arise from motor vehicle owners, the 
equitable procedure would call for 
meeting a portion of the burden out 
of general taxes, and raising the 
5-mill limit now in force. 

“The time is coming when Georgia 
will be compelled to radically re- 
vise its tax laws, if she would not 
be a laggard both in development 
and in character; and the change 
possibly come rapidly, urged by the 
question of pressing transportations 
needs we are now trying to unravel. 

“It follows, from the propositions 
I have so briefly considered, that 
as a member of the committee to 
Suggest suitable highway legisla- 
tion, I am holding my mind open on 
this question until discussion with 
my colleagues and others deeply in- 
terested for Georgia’s welfare shall 
have given me as much light as 
possible. 

“I feel that the present time is 
opportune to present this question, in 
all its phases, frankly and candidly 
to the legislature and the people. 

“I feel that the public is deeply 
and strongly on this and other vita] 
public welfare issues, and is ready 
to move forward on a broad plat- 
form of progress not only on this 
question, but on the still more 
vital question of public education in 
all its branhces.” 


Creation of Road Fund.

Raising of Funds, 


Strongly advocating the amend- 
ment of the present constitution in 
order to unfetter the state in its 
program of good roads, Senator Wal- 
ter Andrews made the statement 
Thursday that there is no provision 
in this document for the raising of 
funds for actual road building. “In 
plain language, it is unconstitutional 
for the state of Georgia to embark 
in road building.”

Recommendations by Winn. 


W. Tom Winn, representing the 
Georgia Automobile association, 
recommended legislative action 
along “the following lines:

3. Amending .the state constitu- 
tion permittin he appropriation of 
money for building and maintain- 
ing roads, and the issuance of state 
bonds for building roads. 

4. Designation of a system of 
state roads connecting every country 
seat, and a fair distribution of 
these funds on this state system of 
roads. 

5. Permitting joint inter-county 
bond issues, 

“I would say that the next act 
of prime importance is to consti- 
tute and organize a state highway 
department along the lines of a 
minimum of lost motion and a maxi- 
mum of real efficiency. 

“The commissioner of the state 
highway department would be ona 
parity, as it were, with the com- 
missioner of agriculture, the com- 
missioner of commerce and labor, 
the commissioner of schools or any 
other state officer. 

“I would suggest, further, that 
this committee recommend to the 
next general assembly to increase 
the motor vehicle fees to $12 on cars 
not exceeding 25-horspower; $16 
upon ,cars above this class and not 
exceeding 40-horsepower; $20 upon 
all pleasure cars above 40-horse- 
power, and to increase the fees upon 
trucks accordingly, virtually mak- 
ing the fees four times what they 
are at present, to go into effect 
January 1, 1920. 


Will Be Glad to Co-operate, 


“The motor vehicle owners natu- 
rally feel that any sum they pay 
is wasted, under the present laws, 
but they would be glad to co-op- 
erate in planning, constructing and 
operating a-great highway depart- 
ment that would produce good and 
permanent roads, worthy of, the 
state of Georgia... 

“If the sums thus obtained from 
motor vehicle special taxes were 
spent on the roads they would not 
build more than 75 miles for that 
year, but they can be much more 
profitably employed in financing a 
great bond issue, which ought to 
project 30 years into the future and 
elicit the aid of those who are to 
come after us in these permanent 
state improvements,”

Mr. Andrews recommends an is- } 


sue of $30,000,000 worth of bonds, to 
be retired within thirty years, pay- 
ing 4 per cent interest annually and 
free from all taxesin Georgia. After 
amplifying the suggestion of financ- 
ing methods, Mr. Andrews adds, 
“From this hurried and rough state- 
ment I think it can be easily seen 
that this great idea of highway de- 
velopment in Georgia can be worked 
out along the lines of financing, 
herein indicated, without a burden 
upon any class or person and with- 
out touching or increasing the 
state’s other taxes and revenues.” 

In conclusion he said, “The com- 
prehensive constitutional amend- 
ment, heretofore referred to, should 
provide for a thorough and perma- 
nent system of county roads and 
local work and by putting all these 
things in the constitution the ten- 
dency would be to take the road 
problem out of politics and empha- 
size the fact that it is what it is— 
a business and economic question. 
As I stated, these are ideas to be 
worked out by our committee for 
presentation to the general assembly 
and not intended to bethe details 
of proposed legislation.” 

Judge Patterson, who is chairman 
of the state highway commission, 
was the first speaker of the morn- 
ing session. His paper. while brief, 
summed up Georgia’s need and duty. 

“It would be ani unfortunate 
thing,” he declared, “if there is 
an effort made to provide for the 
construction of a system of state 
highways by piece-meal.” He de- 
clared it as his opinion that the peo- 
ple would not approve of the plan 
of taking all of the automobile tax 
and in co-operation with the various 
counties, attempting to bring about 
the construction of a state system of 
highways, for the automobile tax 
would provide for the construction 
of only 10 or 15 miles of roadway 
per year, of the hard-surface type, 
which he says would never get any- 
where. 

The state system of highways 
should be hard-surfaced and should 
connect up with every county in the 
commonwealth, declares Judge Pat- 
terson, and he further says that 
there is only one way by which this 
can be brought about. “It will take 
about two thousand miles of road, 
costing on an average of $20,000 a 
mile, or a total of $40,000,000 to con- 
struct the system,” and according 
to Judge Patterson, “it is impossible, 
under the present constitution of the 
state to secure this amount of mon- 
ey.”” He urges that the obstacles 
could and should be overcome by 
changing the constitution. 

He declares that the amendment to 
the constitution should be compre- 
hensive to the point that it would 
allow: First, provision for a state-

Third, that the amendment should 
create a highway commission to be 
appointed by the governor, having 
the power to lay out and construct 
the highways. He also says that 
the highway commission should co- 
operate with the federal government 
because of the need for military 
roads. A highway engineer is rec- 
ommended, with a salary for that 
officer that would insure a good and 
efficient man, allowing him a suffi- 
cient number of assistants. 

Fourth, the amendment should 
provide for a bond issue, by which 
funds could be obtained for the con- 
struction of the state highways and 
maintenance of the system. This is- 
sue, according to Judge Patterson, 
should be secured by the automobile 
tax, and retired in twenty-five 
-years, the bonds to be issued by the 
state, and signed by the governor 
and the secretary of state and the 
comptroller general, and to be sold 
as needed, the proceeds being put 
into the treasury to cover warrants 
of disbursement. Under this plan, | 
he believes the highway commission

It 
will maintain, he believes, the coun- 
ty right to decide upon local! devel- 
opment, and yet provide for state 
development. It will do this by an 
adequate system of automobile 
taxes. Like the others, he thinks 
the automobile-owners will not ob- 
ject to possibly added taxes becausc 
of the fact that it will be more eco- 
nomical to drive motor cars over 
smooth roads tham over rough ones, 
effecting a saving to them in that 
respect. A good system of high- 
ways would also eliminate dangers 
that now attend many motor trins.

More than two-thirds of the state 
legislatures in the United States 
have ratified the pro osed prohibi- 
tion amendment to the nationa' con- 
stitution, and one year after the 
proclamation of the amendment the 
United States will be committed to 
the policy of nation-wide liquor pro- 
hibition. 

National prohibition . will begin 
next July 1, when the wartime de- 
mobilization period prohibition law 
will become effective. As the work 
of demobilization will probably not 
be completed until long after the 


era of prohibition that then becomes 
effective will lap over into the pe- 
riod of constitutional prohipition. 

At any rate, the real work of &s- 
tablishing nation-wide prohibition 
starts on July 1. © 

~The liquor interests will of course 
fight to the last ditch, and to the 
ultimate fimit of their resources. 
But that will be merely an incident 
in the most sweeping reform ir the 
history of the country. ‘

As a 
young man he lived in Savannah, 
and part of that time did manual 
work as a dock laborer on the river 
wharves. He is proud of that fact, 
and though he is one of the fashion- 
j Plates of the great national forum, 
he is never adverse to telling of his 
early struggles in the world, his 
early ambitions and the work and 
application and concentration that 
brought about his success, 

J. Hamilton Lewis loves Savannah, 
He loves Georgia in fact, and some- 
times he has been referred to as 
“Georgia’s third senator,” by rea- 
son of that affection which every- 
body knows, and which he makes 
no attempt to conceal. 

The remarkable record of Senator 
Lewis reads like a romance. He is 
one of the few men in American 
history who have represented dif- 
‘ferent states at different times in 
the national congress. He used to 
be a member of the house of repre- 
sentatives. He then was a resident 
of the new state of Washington. He 
made a good representative—from

The regult of it was 
he was elected to the United States 
senate from Illinois, -even before 
lots of his old associates down in 
south Georgia even knew that he 
had moved from the great north- 
west that had first found him. 

And now there is little doubt he 
can succeed Mr. Gregory in the cab- 
inet if he desires to do so.

The retirement of another cabinet 
member on the ground of “financial 
demands” further illustrates this 
problem of the high cost of living 
in Washington; and the compara- 
tively small compensations paid to 
gevernment employees, from cabinet 
officials down. 

It is getting more serious every 
day, and there are scores of mem- 
bers of congres® who are living in 
Washington today with their fami- 
lies not only at a@ personal sacri- 
fice, but who are drawing upon their 
own reserves to pay their hving 
expenses. That is not right. As a 
consequence, too, as older members 
retire, by death or defeat or resig- 
nation, the vacancies are being sup- 
plied as a rule by men of mediocre 
ability. In other words the ablest 
and best qualified man in a com- 
munity to represent a district in 
congress will not offer on account of 
the financial liability that service 
here entails, 

That is the plain, unvarnished 
truth, and if congress doesn’t either 
increase the pay of congressmen, or 
if the conditions of things do not 
tend toward lowering the scale of 
living in the national capital, the 
congress of this great nation will 
after a while resemble a mass meet- 
ing in a country town called to 
discuss the acute and spirited sub- 
ject of electing a new teacher for 
the little school on the hill, It’s a 
fact! ! 

Why do these fellows who are 
already here try so hard to hold 
their seats? 

Frankly, some of them here even 
now wouldn’t be able to get jobs 
anywhere else. Others, of course, 
dislike to be defeated. Still others 
—and this is the majority now— 
are earnestly and zealously inter- 
ested in serving their section and 
their state, and grin and endure the 
conditions in spite of themselves. 


Why, there are good, able, patriotic 


members of congress today who are 
taking roomers and even boarders 
in their homes in the desperate ef- 
fort to make both ends meet, 

In the name of justice something 
should be done to reduce the cost of 
living—that is the paramount prob- 
lem. 

There can never be any abiding 
brotherhood of men or of nations 
so long as the gulf between the 
rich and the poor, the capitalist and 
the laborer, continues to widen. 

The problem of human equity is 
one of the aftermaths of the war, 
as acute and as far-reaching as that 
of any of the great problems that a 
victorious and liberty-loving people 
must settle. 

When the reward of a man’s earn- 
est and honest and most zealous 
efforts is insufficient to feed and 
clothe himself and his dependents, 
there is precious little “freedom” in 
his heart and soul, it matters not 
how triumphantly may float the 
flag of liberty above him. 

Deal with the profiteers—the in- 
terests fattening off the bodies and 
souls of the helpless consumers of 


America, and the problem will be | 


settled. 

And congress is getting in shape 
to do it. This very question is one 
of the most serious before the pub- 
lic mind today.

The Effect of the Lorraine 


Iron Tonic Upon France 


By Newell Dwight Hillis. 
_ The rc.toration of the iron mines 
of Lorraine to France is effecting 
a financial miracle. The sudden ad- 
vance of French 
bonds and stocks 
gives only a 
slight indication 
of the new life 
now pulsing 
through the fi- 
nancial and in- 
dustrial veins of 
the French. re- 
public. When 
France lost Lor- 
raine, with her 
hematite iron 
mines, in 1871, 
it was as if the

United States had lost the iron mines 
of Lake Superior, and the coking 
coal of western Pennsylvania. Prog- 
ress rides forward on wheels of 


steel. This is an era of iron, and 
for nearly fifty year. France was 
without raw materials, and the re- 
sult was she developed her fine arts, 
painting, sculpture, porcelain, lace 
and silk factories,, jewels, women’s 
gowns, millinery, and put the beau- 
tiful into the life of the people. Art 
has always paid large returns on 
the investment, but what France 
needed was an industrial basis, with 
an opportunity for her young men 
to give themselves to manufacturing 
life. Thousands of her engineers 
went to foreign countries, because 
Germany had stolen the iron mines 
upon which financial life in every 
country rests. 4 
To understand the strange busi- 
ness revival that has just begun in 
ence. one must note the influ- 


the ironupon industrial 


mines stolen from France. In 1871 
Great Britain led Germany both in 
pig iron and in steel, and Germany 
was nowhere. After the capture of 
the northern half of Lorraine, Ger- 
many united the French iron ore 
with the coking coal of Westphalia 
and Saar, and within twenty years 
became a competitor of England, 
and by 1913 she was producing nine- 
teen million tons of iron and steel, 
far outdistancing Great Britain, and 
being only ten million tons behind 
the American production. But of 
this enormous treasure Germany has 
obtained only 23 per cent from her 
own iron mines, while France’s cap- 
tured mines in Lorraine furnished 77 
per cent. Conceding that Germany 
will be able to buy iron ore from 
Sweden, Spain and Russia, it still 
follows that the cost will be largely 
increased, and that the loss of the 
raw materials of her own is an im- 
measurable loss. 

Scarcely less important upon the 
new I. nce and her financial re- 
vival is the influence of her newly 
recovered oil wells and potash de- 
posits in Alsace. Forty-two per cent 
of Germany’s oil came from Alsace, 
while 90 per cent of the potash that 
she has sold came from the great 
mines in the province now restored 
to France. The control of Alsace- 
Lorraine gave Germany a practical 
monopoly of the potash of the world, 
but from this time on France has an 
opportunity to fertilize her own 
fields, and to export potash to other 


countries that are in great need.

$4,500 for a new outfit for laying 
asphait and a spiral street sweep- 
ing outfit. 


For Street Improvements, 


The construction department 
asked for approximately $280,000 to 
be used for street improvements of 
a permanent nature, $70,000 of 
which would be the city’s portion. 
but this matter was left in abey- 
ance contingent upon the action of 
the board of county commissioners, 
which will be asked what part the 
county will take in the street im- 
provement program during the com- 
ing year before the apportionment 
is finally made for this purpose 
by the finance committee. 

The following projects, all of 
which have been passed up and 
many of which have been signed up 
by property owners, were included 
in the list placed before the finance 
committee by Chief Collier, of the 
construction department, and this 
list may be added to by the street 
committee, the finance committee 
or any member of council who cares 
to do so before it goes before the 
county commissioners, and back 
again to the finance committee of 
council. 

All the projects, Chief Collier de- 
clares, are urgently needed, and it 
is expected that a majority, if not 
all, of them will be provided for in 
the 1919 budget.

EMBOLISM. | 

The passing of a great American |

“What is embolism?’ 
Embolism is thé lodgment in a 
blood vessel of a foreign mass or | 
particle, either a particle of blood | 
clot or a particle of tissue broken) 
off from a diseased heart valve or 
a particle of fat from the marrow 
of a broken bone, or sometimes a 
bubble of air gaining entrance to) 
the circulation through a large} 
wound. The foreign particle, called | 
the embolus, is carried from its | 
place of origin through the veins to) 
the right side of the heart. and/| 
thence to the lungs. If it lodges in| 
a vessel in the lungs, the result is_ 
pulmonary embolism, which consti- | 
tutes about half of all cases of em-— 
bolism. If the embolus happens to, 
plug the main trunk of the pul- 
monary artery, death is sudden and 


painless; this is occasionally ob- 
served in cases of long-standing 
valvular disease, in convalescence 


from pneumonia, and in young. 
mothers a few days after child- 
birth. If a smaller arterial branch 
is plugged by the embolus, there is 
sudden extreme difficulty of breath-' 
ing, accompanied by a feeling of | 
great anxiety, and the struggling | 
for breath is soon followed by loss. 
of consciousness, the breathing stops | 
and soon afterward the heart 
ceases beating. If a still smaller 
artery is plugged, the difficulty of 
breathing lasts hours, with gradu- 
ally increasing blueness, cold per- 
spiration, perhaps convulsions; but | 
sometimes recovery occurs. Embolus 
of small arteries in the lungs may 
cause no marked symptoms at all 
and never be detected. 

Should the embolus pass through 
the lungs back to the left side of 
the heart it is more likely to lodge 
in the brain. That is called cerebral 
embolism. The result is sudden 
paralysis of that portion of the body 
over which the nerve centers of the 
part involved preside. Empbolism is 
the more common cause of a “stroke 
of paralysis” in young persons

This state of affairs was brought 
to Ught Thursday morning at a 
meeting of the county commission- 
ers, and at the same time it was 
decided that one of the four camps 
now being maintained for convicts 
in the county would be abolished. 

The great need for farm labor in 
this section has not.only caused 
landowners to go to distant portions 
of the state, and even into other 
states, looking for man power, but 
many fines have been paid for ne- 
groes serving sentences in the va- 
rious convict camps. 

“The number of convicts who have 
been paid out and taken to the coun- 
try by farmers,” said Oscar Mills, 
county commissioner of Fulton coun- 
ty, “is astonishing. The convict 
bearing the slightest earmarks of a 
country ‘nigger,’ or one looking like 
he would stay in the country, is the 
type of convict whose fines are be- 
ing paftd by the farmers, who take 
them away to the farms, where 
their services are so greatly needed. 
We have no difficulty, however, in 
Rooping the ‘citified,’ crap-shooting 
kind of negroes—the farmers being 
unwilling tO take a chance with 
that kind.”

War Relief Work, U.D.C. 


Mrs. J. A. Rountree, of Birming- 
ham, Ala., general chairman of war 
relief work of the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, has just 
issued to all state divisions a full 
and detailed statement of the work 
accomplished during 1918, and calls 
upon them to sustain their record 
duringi1919. 

The report shows seven entire 
wards endowed in the American mil- 
itary hospital, No. 1, Neuilly, France, 
the record of states being as fol- 
lows: Alabama, 9 beds; Arizona, 1; 
Arkansas, 2; California, 3; Colorado, 
2; District of Columbia, 2; Florida, 
2; Georgia, 3; Illinois, 1: Kentucky, 
1; Louisiana, 4: Maryland, 1; 
sissippi, 1; Missouri, 1; New York, 
1; North Carolina, 4; Ohio, 1; 
homa, 1; Pennsylvania, 2; 
Carolina, 4; Tennessee, 3; Texas, 
Virginia, 4; Washington, 2. West 
Virginia, 1; U. D. C., 1: U. D. C. war 
relief committee, 1; Minneapolis, as- 
sisted by Boston, Evansville, Ind., 
Portales, New Mexico, 1. Total, 70 
beds. Forty-two thousand dollars. 

Incomplete reports from above 
states show 2,853,122 Red Cross hos- 
pital garments: 2,607,141 surgica) 
dressings; 93,013 knitted articles 
made by the U. D. C. members. Each 
state reports above figures as being 
less than half of work really done, 
but few kept accurate records. This 
fault should be remedied. For 1919 
every U. D. C. chapter should keep 
an accurate record of work done by 
the chapter members. 

The American military hospital, 
No. 1, will be needed to care for 
the sick and wouuded throughout 
1919; therefore, many of the beds 
must be re-endowed. The president 
general and chairman of war relief 
have been officially informed that 
the re-endowment may be wunon a 
hasis of six months and $50 per 
month thereafter, for such time as 
beds may be needed. 

The excellent work accomplished 
hy the Daughters of the Confederacy 
in Georgia has been largely due to 
the splendid efforts of Miss Alice 
Raxter. of Atlanta, state director, 
lv.

There was a time when all people who 
have had happy homes can remember that reading in the evening was a

On his first visit to Japan he was_so deeply impressed with the polite- 
ness of the people who never stared*at him, or seemed to notice his 
misfortune, that he made his home ih Japan ever afterward. He mar- 
ried a little Japanese wife, and recently she has written the story of 
their life together. Not only does the book throw many sidelights upon 
the character and writings of the deceased writer who has made grace- 
ful contributions to literature, but she illustrates the beauty and happi- 
ness there must be in the preservation of the home as a place where the 
family holds together and enjoy one another; think together, act to- 
gether, and finally’ write together, as did Mr. and Mrs. Hearn, 

In a Literary Digest of recent date there is a long review of Mrs. 
Hearn’s remintscences of her husband, which demonstrates that besides 
being a writer, she is Something of an artist herself, and she makes the 
admirers of her distinguished husband see him very much as she did, 
as she naively talks of him gnd almost makes love to him as she writes 
of him in their home relations. 

They not only had congenial tastes, but they shared every pleasure 
and pastime together.

“I am buying all the butter that 
my trade can use and could buy 
between 500 and 600 pounds a week 
if I could find a market for it. I 
I have to turn down offers of but- 
ter every day. At this season of 
the year our country butter is off 
color, and the city trade does not 
like it. If it had the right color I 
could sell all the good butter that 
is offered.” 

Incidentally, the market man tes- 
tifies to the value of advertising 
He says he could get neither chick- 
ens, eggs nor butter to supply his 
customers until he began advertis- 
ing for them and now he not only 
gets enough to supply his custo- 
mers, but also for shipment to the 
larger cities.

Virtual Abrogation 


Agreement 


New York, January 16.—The ma- 
jor and minor baseball leagues, par- 
ties to the national agreement, the 
foundation of the professional end 
ef the national sport broke rela- 
tions after a stormy meeting here 
tonight. ; 

The magna charta of organized 
baseball was, figuratively speak- 
ing, torn to pieces and the two 
great combinations will in the fu- 
ture be bound together by an elastic 
agreement which will permit. them 
to operate with comparatively inde- 
pendence. 

No prediction was made as to 
what effect tonight’s proceedings 
will have on the) professional game 
and the players, but leaders of both 
leagues-professed to be highly satis- 
fied with the sensational turn af- 
fairs had taken when temporary ar- 
rangements were completed shortly 
before midnight. 

Contracts Respected. 

Under the tentative agreement 
which was ntered into tonight the 
major and minor leagues are to re- 
spect the contractual, territorial and 
reservation rights of each other, 
with the proviso that no minor 
league club shall claim the right to 
more players at any time than the 
maximum roster allowed to clubs in 
the major leagues.. During’ the 
‘pl@ying season this equals twenty- 
one players. 

The draft, optional and reserva- 
tion agreements of the national 
agreement entered into in 1903 are 
things of the past and the only way 
in which the major league clubs can 
obtain players from- the minors will 
be by direct purchase. 

Garry Herrmann, chairman of the 
national commission, in announcing 
our abrogation of the existing part, 
said: 

“The National Association of, Pro- 
fessioanl Baseball leagues requested 
changes which we could not and 
would not grant, and when they 
stated that they would be the happi- 
est men in the world if they were 
permitted to go their own way and 
attend to their own business ar- 
rangements in the future, we 
thought best to permit them to do 
as they desired.” 

New Working Agreement. 

A new working agreement be- 
tween the major leagues and the 
National Association of Minor 
leagues is to be drawn up as soon 
as possible and pending the com- 
pletion of this new arrangement the 
national agreement will remain in 
force. 

The interests of the major leagues 
in the framing of this new working 
arrangement have been entrusted 
to the national commission and the 
minor league organization has ap- 
pointed a committee of seven to 
represent it in the same manner. 
This committee was named tonight 
as follows: 

John F. Powers, Los Angeles; A. 
T. Time, Milwaukee; E. J. Hanlon, 
Sioux City; Walter Morris, Fort 
Worth, Texas; Lieutenant Dave L. 
Fultz, New York; M. H. Sexton, Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark., and Secretary J. H. 
Farrell, Auburn, N. Y. 

The national association will hold 
another meeting here at noon pre- 
ceded by a short session at which 
the committee of seven will for- 
mulate plans for the future conduct 
of the affairs of Ahe association. 
All of the minor léague representa- 
tives declared that they were well 
satisfied with the outcome of the 
night’s conferences.

Change Commission Head. 


It was decided that the presidents 
of the two organizations should each 
select two members of their resfect- 
ive leagues to act as-a joint com- 
midtee to select some person, out- 
side of baseball, to act as the third 
man on: the commission, providing 
such selected nominee:is satisfactory 
to the two leagues as a whole. 

Neither league executive named 
a committee today and it may be 
several days before the club owners 
for this important task are announc- 
ed. No time limit is placed upon 
their search for a successor to Herr- 
mann and the latter will continue 
to act as chairman of the national 
commission until such time as a new 
chairman is elected. It was stated 
that no possible candidates for the 
position had been named at the 
meeting. 

Closer Relations. 

Progress was reported in the di- 
rection of closer business and play- 
ing agreements between the big 
league combinations. The 140-game 
schedule was adopted for both the 
National and American leagues, and 
the latter announced that its playing 
dates would be published Tuesday, 
January 21. A no-recall of waiver 
rule was adopted by the American 
league, similar to that adopted by 
the Nationals yesterday, and the rule 
was also made binding as far as 
inter-league waivers were con- 
cerned. 


The national commission was in-. 


structed to prepare a new system for 
distribution of world series money 
to the players for the competing 
clubs and submit fts findings to the 
leagues at a later date for approval. 
The National league also adopted a 
21-player limit similar to that in 
vogue in the American. 

It was announced that the regular 
February meeting had been dis- 
pensed with for the present year 
and the question of an annual joint 
meeting of the two leagues was left 
to the discretion of the presidents 
of the leagues. 


No Farther Salary Changes. 


There was no change in the salary 
limit situation as far as the Ameri- 
can league was concerned. The 
junior league magnates at their a -- 
nual meeting in Chicago last month 
refused to fix a player salary limit 
of any kind. 

While the magnates were busy in 
session upstairs, the-managers of 
more than a dozen clubs’ talked 
trades in the hotel corridors. No 
deals had been closed when adjourn- 
ment was taken for dinner. 

George Sisler, the St. Louis Amer- 
ican club star, signed a 1919 contract 
with the. Browns, but Ty Cobb did 
not appear to talk business with 
Manager Jennings, of the Detroit 
team. 

The Detroit team spring training 
camp was named as Macon, Ga., and 
the Boston Nationals will vrepare 
for the pennant race at Columbus, 
Ga., so that a series of inter-leag.e 
exhibition games, early in April, 


probably wil! feature their training.

~ On Bribery Charge 


Opens on Thursday 


The trial of W. V. McMillan, of the 
McMillan Produce company, who 
was indicted some time ago fol- 
lowing charges of briberv of 
mess sergeants at Camp Gordon, 
began in the United States court 
Thursday morning. However, very 
slow progress was made in the case, 
and after five witnesses had been 
heard the trial was continued ‘until 
Friday morning. 

Officials at Camp Gordon claim 
that McMillan and G. H. Adams and 
Claude H. Harbin, two employees of 
the produce company, bribed a mess 
sergeant in charge~ of purchasing 
supplies and provisions in order to 
secure his trade. 

The first witness called was Ser- 
geant A. C. Anderson, mess sergeant 
for the camp exchange detachments 
at Camp Gordon, who testified that 
he had been paid a commission by 
the produce concern, which had 
agreed to give him 5 per cent on all 
purchases as a rebate. He stated 
that he approached Adams and Har- 
bin on orders given him bv Lieuten- 
ant E. G. Meyer, of the intelligence 
department of Camp Gordon, who 
conducted a drastic investigation of 
the alleged system of rebating. 

Sergeant Anderson was exam- 
ined by Paul Carpenter, asistant 
district attorney. Attorneys Colquitt

ants. Anderson asserted that on 
November 7 he went to the produce 
concern in the city and McMillan 
and Adame gave him $14.25 as his 
commission. 

It is not believed that the trial 
will be finished Friday, as there are 
still twenty-two witnesses to 
testify.
